The allies captured eight guns. ' It is reported that Li Hung 
Hong was wounded at Yangtsan,

Chinese officials in Shanghai are re-

Kiimor in Confirmed 


London, August 17, 6 a. m,—The 


rumor that the allies have reached Pe- 
kin seems to be confirmed from several 
sources. 


A telegram from the Ttalian command- 


er at .Taku states definitely that the 
attack on the capital begun on Monday, 
and adds that the ministers are in 
communication with the relief force. 
No official news has, however, yet been 
received direct from Pekin. 


The difficulties encountered by the

tacks upon the Chinese on August 10.

UNITED STATES IS 


NEXT TO FRANCE 


Leads the World in Prizes at the Paris 


Exposition—No Chance 


to Be First. 


Paris, Aug. 17.—Next to. France, the 


United States leads the world in num- 
ber of honors won at the universal ex- 
position. The American exhibitors have 
been awarded approximately 2,500 grand 
prizes and gold and silver medals. This 
is not only a larger number than the 
United States commission expected, but 
it exceeds the number granted- to any 
other foreign nation, 


Nearly one-half of the 70,000 exhibits 


at the exposition are from France, and 
of course this country was bound to be 
awarded the greatest number of prizes. 
There was no possibility of any other 
nation approaching her in that respect, 
but had she been limited in space and 
exhibits like others, it is quite possible 
the United States might even have dis 
tanced her in the matter of international 
honors. 


The United States, with about 6,500 


exhibits, had more than twice as many 
as Germany, its nearest rival. The re 
suits of the awards is the best 'evidence 
as to the merit of the American display 
It is a great triumph fnr Yankee art 
and skill. Take the matter of art, the 
department in which the young gianl 
of the west had least to expect. It is 
one of the remarkable incidents of this 
fair that American painters carried off 
mor.e honors than the painters of any

TESLA FREEZES WIRES 


By This Means of Icsulation the Iiiven- 


. 
tor Prevents the Loss of 


Electricity. 


New York, August 17—A patent has 


been granted to Nikola Tesla for an in- 
vention which, if his claims are borne 
out, will prevent the escape of electricity 
from a wire. It is said to solve the in- 
sulation problem in a simple manner. 


He insulates the wire by passing 


through it, or near it, air kept at & low 
temperature, producing a coat of ice on 
the wire, which the inventor finds by 
repeated experiments cannot be broken: 
through by the strongest currents and 
at the same time gives an insulation 
that costs practically nothing. 


By the means of this latest discovery, 


the loss of electricity or electrical ener- 
gy in transmission it is claimed can be 
rendered so small as to be insignificant 
and that power can be transmitted to 
great distances by means 
of under- 


ground wires.

ianci health of an iron constitution. 
There was a tendency of his head to 
ibend forward when he walked. 
He 


carried n gold headed cane from habit 
'lather than necessity. He dressed in 
iblack, but was neither shabby nor 
.fashionable. He wore a tiny gold stud 
in his shirt bosom and a small ring on 
the little finger of his loft hand. 
He 


rwas not given to ostentation. 
He was 


fond of reading a.:d enjoyed a ~ime of 
.whist in the evening. He did not like 
*ociety. 
Ho rarely went to balls or 


IMg dinners. 
He gave no champagne 


•suppers' and kept no dog kennels or 
a-acing stables. 
He was averse to 


-elaborate furniture and draperies. He 
,was opposed to liveried lackeys, and 
disappointed his daughter by refusing 
to adopt a coat of arms when she unar- 
xied a prince. His' great grievance was 
tfhat he had little home life. He-longed 
^to settle down in a house permanently 
.find live in quiet ease. His ambition, it 
Js saicS, was to lead a studious existence 


: iin a country home. 


Among the many anecdotes related 


about Mr. Huiitingtorj the following 
Is illustrative of his humor, which was 
typically 
American and included a 


fondness for practical jokes. This oc- 
•currcd some 10 or 12 years ago in the far 
northwest in British Columbia, says a 
correspondent of the New York Times. 
A party consisting of ten railroad men, 
of whom the writer was ono, was on a 
Tisit to a coal mine In tbo forests of 
^Vancouver island, ten miles distant 
from the coast Ten saddle horses had 
"been engaged to meet the expedition 
••at the boat landing, but when the mem- 
bers of the party arrived there after a 
sharp row across the bay at sunrise it 
•was discovered that only, one horso was 
sit hand. 
The disappointfnent meant 


.-something, for the way lay through 
& primeval forest, filled with sv.-amp 
aind snow and obstructed by fallen 
logs. All stood waiting and shivering 
in the keen morning air, but no more 
liorses arrived. 
Finally Mr. Hunting- 


ton said, with great soberness: 


"Well, boys, this looks bad for us." 
All acquiesced. 
"But," he added, 


""I've seen worse." 


We listened eagerly, for bis eye had 


Tjrightened, and we felt sure that his 
jgeuius for problems had discerned the 
solution. He continued: "I've been in 
a. good many tight places in my life, 
fcut I never let the lack of a horse keep 
me from going anywhere 
If I really 


liad made up my mind to it." 


With that he quietly mounted the 


single horse -at hand and without a 
glance at his companions started up 
the trail. The railroad men took the 
joke without a word; and that teu roilo 
tramp and the mountainous appetites 
that distinguished the completion of It 
Tvere things to be remembered long aft- 
erward. 
: 


A characteristic story of his dealings 


ivith workingmen is told in the build- 
ing of the International railroad 
in 


ilexico. 
The company opened some 


•coal mines, and Mr. Huntiugton order- 
«d that in employing labor the prefer- 
ence shou-ld be given to native Mexi- 
cans. At the end of the first year the 
superintendent reported that ho had 
tried the native labor thoroughly aud 
that it would not do at all. 
Hunting- 


ton replied: "Have patience with them. 
Show them our ways and try them 20 
years longer." 
Two years later the 


superintendent 
sent 
this 
message: 


:<<Tell Mr. Huntington that I hfive not 
tried the Mexicans for 20 years, but long 
«nough to rind that they make some 
of the best workmen we have." 


Mr. Huntiugton took bright views of 


life, tempered only by a philosophy 
which seemed to be equal to all oc- 
casions. 
He never fought the inevi- 


table or fretted over the "has been," 
and while one favorite maxim was 
•"What ought to be done can be done," 
le often was heard to say: "There is 
no use of talking about it. It Is be- 
liind us!" 
A business friend dropped 


3nto his office one morning during some 
•cloudy financial weather and gloomily 
predicted a fall in stocks. Huntiugton 
turned quickly to the window, and, 
glancing at the flag on the Produce Ex- 
change tower in New York, replied: 
-You might know it. The wind is in 
the northeast." 
. "So you think," asked his visitor, 
with an involuntary smile, "that the 
direction of the wind has something to 
do with it?" 


"Why, certainly," said Huntington, 


apparently 
In 
perfect 
seriousness; 


•"when I come cut of niy house morn- 
ings I can generally tell within a point 
liow the stock market is going. People 
A\-C affected by the weather without 
knowing It. • Tomorrow tlio wind will 
probably shift to the northwest, aud 
then the market will go up. There is 
generally a point's difference between 
the northeast and the northwest." 


Mr. Htfntington's maxim of trade 


.was this: Anything that can bo" bought 
for less than the cost of production, 
that is not perishable and that is an 
jirticle in general use, is worth buying 
and holding. An anecdote illustrates 
this. He once bought n lot of bur styel 
lit a time when there was no manu- 
facturing in California. Nobody want- 


*iS it and the owner was glad to get rid 
of it at a cent a pound. For four years 
he stored it in his back yard under old 
sails; but when quartz was at. last 
reached everybody wanted steel, and 
ho sokl the major part of It at a dollar 
n pound, and his dogged patience had 
Its reward. 


Mr. Huntington was fond of good 


books and fine bindings. Poetry ap- 
pealed strongly to this practical man 
of affairs, who enjoyed a well turned 
couplet. He always kept in his ofHce 
desk a set of George Crabbe's poems, 
and in his rare moments of relaxation 
liked to run over the rhythmical Stories 
of life which have made that reverend 
poet his favorite; for their attractive 
meter brought the truth home in a 
canter that delighted him, aud ho was 
quite likely to bestow the set upon a 
well liked friend to whom he may have 
quoted some homely but trenchant 
verse. 


That Mr. Huntington iievor wasted 


nnj- time crying over spilt ruiik is il- 
lustrated by an incident which oc- 
curred shortly ofter ho became presi- 
dent of the Pacific Mail. One morning 
his private secretary read him a dis- 
patch announcing the loss of one of the 
great Transpacific steamships belong- 
ing to that company/ aud the only 
reference he made to tlie matter was: 


"That's too bad; wire Cramp to 


come over." 


The "Cramp" referred to, of course, 


was the head of the great shipbuilding 
firm of Philadelphia.

Old Glory Is

waves 500 feet aloft with a novel 
craft in its wake, presumably bound 
for England, though its destination 
will depend upon the wind and the 
tides, says the 
New York Herald. 


Mariners who encounter the emblem 
of the free iu midocean will have oc- 
casion to rub their eyes in astonish- 
ment. If they stop to signal, they will 
receive no reply. 
The ting is without 


visible means of support unless the 
observer gets very close, so as to sec a 
stout twine extending from kites over- 
head to a log bobbing in tho water. 
' There was a. sensation on the beach 
at Allenhurst, N. J., when Old Glory 
was launched on its long journey. A 
large crowd of cottagers aud boarders 
at the Inn aud the Dunes had gathered 
in the bathing pavilion to see E. I. 
Horsman, a kite enthusiast, make his 
new experiment. He sent up a tandem 
of six box and Eddy kites on 1,000 
feet of line. 
They sailed gracefully 


seaward on the 
wind, ~ which blew 


steadily from the west. 
Then 
the 


American flag fluttered up 
toward 


them, reaching an elevation of fully 
000 feet. 


The line was made fast to a heavy 


log, 
serving as a drag anchor and 


making a 30 pound pull for 'tho kites. 
It was just noon when the log was 
slowly dragged from the sandy shore 
Into the surf, leaving a deep trail'be- 
hind it. When the first breaker dash- 
ed over it, covering it with foam aud 
momentarily concealing it, there were 
tumultuous cheers from the pavilion 
and a general waving ofc handkerchiefs 
by pretty girls, who did not caru to 
strain their voices.

Russia, Germany and France object

The United States remains neutral.
